IN NORTHERN RUSSIA 


Americans in Bivouacks After 
Ten Weeks’ Campaign in 
Swamp Region. 


By the Associated Press. 


ARCHANGEL, Friday, Nov. 23.— 
'In log huts and wind shelters made 


of birch boughs, American troops 
|are holding the line against the Bol- 
sheviki on the middle sector of the 
northern front in the region of Ka- 
dish. After 10 weeks of fighting in 
swamps and thick undergrowth, the 
Americans are now snowed in and 
have bivouacked along the ice-filled 
stream, On the other side of which 
are the camp fires of the enemy.

A decree by President Carranza in 
February, 1918, establishing a tax on 
Mexican oil lands, was the occasion 
of a protest by the United States 
State Department. This was made 
public at Washington June 29. It 
characterized the tax as amounting 
almost to confiscation, or at least to 
an unfair imposition on American oil 
producers in Mexico. On Aug. 15 it 
was stated that the United States 
and Great Britain had joined in dip- 
lomatic representations to Carranza 
regarding the oil tax, contending that 
it amounted practically now to con- 
fiscation. It was stated then that 
Carranza had modified his various 
decrees on the subject. 

Dispatches printed at different 
times regarding the Mexican oil tax 
laws ‘have charged that German 
sympathizers and a desire to ham- 
per fuel oil shipments to the allies 
were behind Carranza’s attitude.
